Rebellion Records Altered—Stanford 
Denies a Silly Story. : 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Before the sub-commiltee of 
the House Military Committee today Chief 
Clerk Douglass of the Adjutant-General’s 
office continued his testimany relative to 
the alleged insertion of improper matter in 
the rebellion records. He read 12 names of 
persons which had been inserted on the list 
of members of the Fifteenth Pennsylvania 
resent at the battle of Murfreesbaro.

The Cost of Building Here—State- 
ment of a Chicago Builder. 

SAN Dreao, March 29.{To the Ed- 
itor of THe Timmps.] I saw in a recent 
issue of Tue Times an article on the 
lumber question signed by a man who 
styled himself a seller of lumber, in 
which the writer made the assertion 
that houses can be built as cheaply in 
Los Angeles as in Chicago. He stated 
that the extra “‘sheathing’”’required in 
a Chicago building brought the cost up 
so as to equal the extra price charged 
in Los Angeles for lumber. Now, I 
am a Chicago house-builder and con- 
tractor, and have been for 16 years, 
and I know that a house costing $22 
in . Angeles, can be built 
in Chicago for $1300. I know 
what I am £ talking about, as 
Iexamined many buildings in course 
of erection in Los Angeles and got the 
ee at which they are being built. 
If apy one doubts my word let him buy 
a few copies of the Scientific American, 
carpenters’ and builders’ edition, 
where plans and estimates are given 
for all classes of re. and having 
selected the plan of a house let him 
submit it toa Angeles contractor 
and get his figures. I came from Chi- 
cago six weeks ago with five families, 
friends of mine. They intended to 
settle in Los Angeles, and I was to 
build or superintend the building of 
the houses. I found the prices of lum- 
ber and brick so high that I advised 
them not to build then and we came on 


les, 

other circumstances 
here that make it much cheaper and 
better te build here, so they have set- 
eard a great many people of moder- 
ate means say that they wanted to 
build, but could not, owing to the high 
— of lumber. remember over- 
Dr. Shaw of Spring street, 
there, telling a friend that he knew 20 
people who wanted to build in Los An- 
geles, and could not because lumber 
and brick were so high in price. I 
know from what I have heard 
people say here since I came 
that the outrageous price of

Upon our landing on ‘Tuesday the 
Dashaway, with crew, set sail on a fish- 
ing tour, expecting to call for us on 
Thursday, but did not put in an appear- 
ance. Our provisions were running 
low, and especially was our supply of 
water quite limited, and as no fresh 
water could be procured on our island, 
we were compelled to use little, having 
now only two pints left, but fully ex- 
erp our schooner the same evening, 

ut were again doomed to disappoint- 
ment, aud things were looking quite 
serious with our limited supplies. See- 
ing a sailing vessel in the distance, it 
was hailed, and upon nearer approach 
proved to be a Chinese Feng from the 
port of San Diego. After prea | 
our situation, a Chinaman, who prove 
to be captain of this queer-looking 
vessel, proceeded to eogee | our wants, 
supplying us with an abundance of 
rice and water, quite relieving our feel- 
ings, of course, as we could now subsist 
several days longer if compelled to re- 
main there. 

On Friday morning early our own 
vessel was hovering in the offing, and 
with delight we hailed her. She had 
been delayed by a calm, and could not 
make our landing. It was not long un- 
til our party were safely aboard again, 
and, having a good stiff. breeze, we 
made the trip to Venturain four hours; 
but after having anchored a heavy gale 
arose,.and we were compelled to again 


cable parted and we were in much 
peril, being without an anchor in av 
angry sea. After much maneuvring, 
we were fortunate enough to make fast 
our little vessel to a buoy about three- 
quarters of a mile from shore. Here 
we were tossed about nine long hours, 
until at 8 p.m. a seaman with a row-
